Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 11/18/2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner.

3. The drawings were received on 12/08/2003. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The temris "plain," "smooth," and "unifomi" in claim 1 are relative terms which 
render the claim indefinite. The tenns are not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

7. The temn "poorly adhesive" in claim 1 7 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a

standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

8. These tenns are indefinite because it is impossible to detemiine what is 
included/excluded by plain, smooth, uniform, and poorly adhesive, within the context of 
the invention. 

Conclusion
